WHAT DOES IT ALL MEAN? 

The following editorial clipped Prom the Daily Priucetouian, ma) 
lio of interest, in view of the controversy conducted in the Phryne 
end Frankenstein letter which have been appearing in the Daily. 

"II. G, Wells has remarked thai one of the most outstanding 
j'eatures of t li i- country is our almost total lack <>r national ideas or 
ideals, which is chiefly due to the tremendous tension at which we 
work and tlir exceedingly small amount of time devoted 1<> contem- 
plation or serious thought. However, every man over twenty has 
a conscious or unconscious philosophy of fife, bid it too often <»•- 
ours that in making this he has never devoted any time to a consid- 
eration of the vital questions and issues confronting him. ami thus 
his whole life, instead of being founded upon a study of the great 
solutions of tin" many problems of existence, is based on only elu- 
sory ami haphazard impressions. 

As Dr. Kite says: "Philosophj as such, studies more explicit- 
ly than any other subject the deeper ami more universal motives un- 
derlying thought and life," this constituting an attempt to sec our- 
selves and others by thinking Belf-consciouslj ami critically: ami no 
result of education is more important than a developed capacity for 
comprehending the motives upon which men have acted in the past, 
ami will act in the future. In addition to this self-knowledge, by 
taking the raw material which the sciences furnish, Philosophy seeks 
te discover I lie general conditions of giving a complete and consistent 
formulation of experience — a formulât ion which has its foundation 
in the sciences, hut transcends them in an attempt to answer imper- 
vious questions which science docs not even ask. And since il is 
this formulation which consciously or unconsciously determines a 
man's life, surely some time should he given to its formation. 

Some undergraduates have perhaps been kept from the study of 
•this subject by a misconception of its fundamental purposes. Con- 
trary to the opinion of some, there is no conflict between religion and 
'philosophy; religion includes all recognition, whether practical, emo- 
tional, or intellectual of an independent, spiritual, reality, in a word 
roucerns only the inner life of man. while Philosophy works the ma- 
terials furnished by the sciences into attempts to form adequate 
theories of the universe. There can ho no conflict while religion re- 
mains within it« provinces,

CAPE COLONY. 

(Newsprtntj 
Cape Colony, to wbicll the war. is 
in some way or other, constantly giv- 
ing prominence, dates, in its lii„tory. 
et any rate as far as Europe Is con- 
cerned, from the etui of tlie l-'ifteenth 

Century, in 1488, Bartholomew Diaz, 
the Portuguese navigator, rounded the 
• 'ape. and some nine years later, 
namely. In J 4!*7. Vaaco da Oama, also 
a Portuguese, sailed along the whole 
vest coast of Africa on his way to 
find India. The Portuguese, however, 
had no eyes for South Africa. All 
tiielr efforts were concentrated on 
ohtaining a foothold in India, ami 
tiiey made no settlements on the 
<'ape. The Dutch, on the other hand, 
who were to such a large extent tli«> 
Burcessors of the Portuguese in the 
Kast, very early saw the importance 
of the place as a station for the pro- 
visioning and watering of their Ces- 
heia, but no attempt was toads at es- 
tablishing a regular colony th"re un- 
til 1852. In that year a small gar- 
rison, under Jan van Relbeek, w.i. 
sent to the Cape by the Dutch Kast 
India Company, and. landing at Table 
Hay, founded Cape Town. 

Progress at first was slow, ami it 
was not until lfi71 that an attempt 
was made, by nurrhaslng land from 
the Hottentots, to extend the borders 
of the new colony beyond the original 
limits of van Reibeek's fort. The 
earliest colonists were moreover, not 
the best material out of which to 
form a colony, and bo serious did the 
matter become that, in 16S. r ,, a com 
mission was sent nut to inquire into 
the whole tiuestion. As a result a 
better rlas Sof Immigrant was Intro- 
duced, whilst a further addition was 
made to the Kuropcan community at 
the Cape In 1686, when a i on ildr rable 
number of pyeOCh refugees, who had 
fled from France on the revocation 
of the Edict of Nantes, arrived in lie- 
country. 

The years which Immediately fol- 
lowed were characterized by a series 
of wars with the Hottentots, which 



resulted in the wholesale destruction 
or enslavement of these people. The 
Hottentot wars were followed by wars 
on the Bushmen to the north of the 
colony. Indeed in many directions the 
new colonists were beset by difficul- 
ties, The hostility of the natives, 
however, was not the thief handicap. 
It was, in fact, not nearly so great a 
bar to progress as the tyrannical and 
exacting methods of the Dutch Kast 
India Company. The policy of tlie 
company was remarkable for Its 

shortsightedness, n closed the colony 
against free immigration, kept the 
whole of trade in ils own hands, re- 
quired I he farmers to sow what it di- 
rected them to sow. demanded from 
i hem a large part of their produce, 
and In many other ways employed 
methods which were directly calcu- 
lated to discourage trade and indus- 
try. It was largely lo escape these 
oppressions that the farmers adopted 
thai policy of trekking ever farther 
and farther away from the seat of 
government, *o characteristic of 

South African history. They were 
constantly in revolt against the com 
pany, Tlius In 179',, the heavily tax- 

ed burghers In the frontier districts, 

who were being afforded no protec- 
tion against the depredations of the 
Kaffirs, rose in rebellion against the 
company's officials, expelled them, 
and set up an Independent govern- 
ment at Bwetlendam and Graaf Relnet, 

Thai same year brought oilier 

changes in the fortunes of the colony, 
The revolutionary arinh ■ of Prance 
had overrun Holland, and a British | 
force landed at Cape Town to secure 
the rolony for the Prince of Orange, i 
then a refugee In England. The 1

The Immediate cause of this great 

departure of th< Dutch farmers to 

districts outside the Jurisdiction of 
the Cape liovernmenl. that is, beyond 
the Orange and Vaal Rivers, was the 
emancipation of the slaves. The 

slaves were emancipated in ls:'.«. and, 
two years afterwards, the Great Trek 
began, It continued for four years, 
and, in all, some 7,000 people left the 
colony and founded communities, willi 
a republican type of government, be- 
yond the two great rivers already 
mentioned. Thus they formed the 
nucleus for tlie Orange I'ree Stale 
and the Transvaal Of the future. The 
Or. at Trnk was followed by more 
Kutir wars, and it was not until the 
wiir lsTO that modern South Africa 
i lllj began to 'Merge. In that year 
the Dutoitspan and Bultfontein dla- 
mond mines were discovered, and in 
is;i the still richer mines of Kim 
beriey anil De Beers, and South 
Africa was fairly launched on its 
areer. The rest of its history is lull 
I evesA*, among which are the Boer 
U.ir of HSI. the James, in raid of 
1*95, the war of 1899-1(02, the grant 

ing n responsible government to the 

Boen of the Transvaal and the 
Orange River Colony In 1900, and the 
formation of the I'nion of South 
Ames in 1910. These, however, con- 
stitute a story of yesterday.

Shakesear was undoubtedly the 
greulest poet that the world has ever 
seen. Ills great success lay in the 
plays that he wrote; the first of these 
was a revue entitled. "Oh, Hello:" and 
was a great favorite. Encouraged by 
this he commemorated his pecuuiary 
guln hy writing "Richer the Second," 
hut as this was not well received he 
dropped poetry and became a bar- 
tender. This part of his life he later 
immortalised III his great tragedy, 
"Sling Boer," and a comedy called 
"The Winter's Ale." Doing well in 
his profession, he made another ven- 
ture by publishing "Richer the 
Third"; " soon after, while suffering 
from tooth-ache, he wrote "All's Swell 
That Ends Swell," and "The Demp- 
est." On being bothered by Ihe sing- 
ing of a fair ho scribbled ofr that 
splendid comedy "A Midsummer 
Night's Scream." The burlesques 
"Julius Sees Her," and "The Lurching 
Oft Thin Ice," were much appreciat- 
ed hy all his readers. 

Shakesear In private life had a hard 
time of it; he was often reduced to 
starvation, used to wander into the 
British Museum, where he would 
catch and eat the fish In the aquar- 
ium.

ThiB certificate gives the right to 
prospect on public lands and on private lauds, on which the miner;: gilts be- 
long to the Crown. 

The holder of this certificate may stake mining claims to the extent of 20"< 
acres. 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 

During the first six months following the staking of the claim, work on it 
must be performed to the extent of at least twenty-five days of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, tha pros 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining llceuse. 

MINING LICENSE. , 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unBurveyed territory. 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and Is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING, CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may he acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $:i.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS, 

The attention of prospectors Is specially called to the territory. In the 
North-Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the helghl of land, 
where Important mineralized belts are known to exist.
